is well-agquainted with the 
intimate ‘details of Chinese 
politics, He is well aware of 
the advantage to Dr, Wang of 
being able to announce to the 
People’s Convention next month 
that China has resumed official 
yelationship with Russia, On 
the other hand the policy: of the! 
Government at Nanking is 
consistently anti-Communist. 




















‘This is a vital necessity in view 
of the present embarrassments

‘Scourge in the Middle Yangtze 
d other areas, Russia is not 
likely, however, to be unduly 
Insistent | on preserving "com 
munist face. The mere fact 
that China has shown a reason:

the Habarovsk Protocol has 
been sufficient to inspiré Russian 
amiability on the subject of 
administration of the Chinese 
Eastern Railway.

Although 
Soviet Consuls were expelled 
from South and Central China, 
over three years ago, they have 
continued to function in North 
China, To-day, in| Manchuria, 
Russian trade ‘agents and coi 
oulay officials have ample 
freedom of action. ‘There would, 
however, be manifest-advantages| 
in the ‘re-establishment of a) 
regular channel of communica 
tion between Russia and Chin: 
‘The Russian Government is more 
concerned just now for. the 
success of their Five Year Plan. 
On that account they will leave 
no stone unturned to enhance! 
the efficiency of the'r trade 
agencies. In the market here 
there may not be as much scope 
for Russian trade as in other 
countries; still for timber and 
oil it is probable "that the ex- 
ponents: of the Five Year Plan 
will endeavour to organize a' 
satisfactory campaign.

A GREAT VICEROY 
Apr. 18. 

It is dangerous to, judge of a 
man’s place in. history until the 
time comes for history to be 
written, Lord Irwin, on succeed. 
dng: to the Viceroyaity of India, 
replaced one who, before he 
entered upon his five-year term, 
had already achieved greatness 
in the World, India could ap- 
parently, add ttle to Lord 
‘eading’s reputation. Yet those 
‘who realize how patiently .and 
sagaciously the Marquis of 
Reading weaned Indian political 
thought from the arid creed of 
non-cooperation, how he restored 
Indian financial credit, how he 
established a sound ” Frontier 
policy and how he vindicated the 
essential interdependence of 
British India and Indian Indi 
‘will insist that he left India 
even greater man than when he 
arrived. Lord Irwin came just 
five years ago, a young man, 
almost unknown outside | the 
circle of students of political 
affairs, He had encounter 
the difficult, time of testing the 
Gonstitution—as prescribed by 
the Government of India Act. 
He had to face the acute malaise 
born, in the main, of the grow- 
ing pains of democratic con- 
sciousness. He had to feel the 
full effects of the impact of 
world-economic depression on 
the Indian masses. His task 
was calculated to probe the 


























statesman; it offered to the 
untried man a:formidable pro- 
blem. In the-event, Lord Irwin 
lays down the reins of office 
acclaimed in India with an 
unanimity unparalleled in the 
history of British administration 
of that country. It has fallen 
to the lot of some Viceross' to 
depart with the praise of 
Indians ringing. in their ears; 
more have gone assured of the 
esteem of their own country. 
men. Lord Irwin has achieved 
the ‘almost singular distinction 
of being “able to say that, 
although “he “has carried | the 
logical consequences of British 
pledges to the limit of generous 
‘expression, and, in so doing, has 
secured the support of the most 
advanced elements in Indian 
nationalism, he has strengthened 
rather than forfeited the con- 
fidence of his fellow-countrymen 
in India and, still more signi- 
ficantly, of the powerful order of 
Indian Princes.

Japan has: reason to congra-| 
tulate herself on the rapid and 
harmonious “manner in’ which 
government difficulty has 
been overcome. Within a very 
brief space of time since tl 
resignation of Br. Hamaguchi 
from the Premiership, owing to 
ill-health, followed" by the 
resignation of his entire cabinet, 
Baron Reijiro Wakatsuki has 
succeeded in forming -a new 
cabinet which incorporates the 
personnel of the old cabinet 
with three exceptions, and pre- 
serves the continuity of Minseito 
government at a difficult period 
Japun's “history. Baron 
Wakatsuki's assumption of office 
has been favourably received 
throughout the country, especi 
ly in business and ' financial 
circles where a cabinet crisis 
would have had a very disturb- 
ing effect, and the fact that 
there bas been little. interrup- 
tion in governmental functions 
increases the cause for congra- 
tulation, In other eduntries 
where political processes are 
pursued more vigorously, in 
such an ineldent as has occurred 
in Japan where long illness

A HOPEFUL VIEW OF 
CHINA 


Improvements Noted After 
Five Years 
Fnost A Comesroxcext 
Peking, Apr. 2. 
After_an absence from China of 
jabout five years, I have just re- 
turned to ‘Peking from “visiting 
certain parts of North Honan. 
Starting from Peking about ten days 
ago, L-went as far as Weihueifu, on 
the’ Peking-Hankow Railway, and 
then west on the Taokow-Chinghua 


‘Some. remarks about _ travel 
conditions may be of general in- 
terest, ‘There are now four express 
trains “each way every week from, 
Peking to Hankow. At present, the 
trains are running very nearly on 
time, and the schedule is a little 
slower than that of five years ago. 
‘The sleeping-cars are about as they 
used to be, and some of the old 
ing-cars are still in use. Gi 
jouth, there was only a very dirty 
third-class dining-car available, bat 
ithe meals were well cooked. ‘Table- 
inen was dirty, but the food was 
fairly good and the service was 
courteous. 


















Comparing things with better 
years and much worse years in the 
ast, {think there is Imuch cause 
for datisfaction with express, travel 
on this line. There are, in 

daily, passenger trains, which are 
fringing malls through regularly 
and in good time, but most of the

PATUNG EVACUATED

Communists Attacked From

According to te master 
tailor, the contract called for a fine 
‘of $500 in the event of a breach of

He was certain, 
however, that they were for- 
geries, and one day left his desk 
and followed the man who had 
aid them in to his business 
Rouse and there taxed him with 
passing forged notes. In this 
e showed himself a financier 
of no mean repute, The man 
admitted that the ‘notes .were 
forged and added with a sbrug| 
of the shoulders: “Why not?”
